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3. We muſt all believe, that this God creat- 
ed the Angels to be with him for ever, and 
that one part of them fell from God by fin, 
and became devils: That God alfo created 
Adam and Eve, the firſt parents of all man- 
kind, and placed them in the earthly para- 
diſe, from whence they were juſtly baniſhed 
for the fin they committed in eating of the 
Fruit of the forbidden tree: and that by this 
tranſgreſſion of Adam we are all born in fin, 
and muſt have been loſt for ever, if God had 
not ſent us a Saviour. 

4. We are bound to believe in this Saviour 
of all mankind, Feſus Chri/t, the Son of God, 
true God, and true man perfect God from 
ail eternity, equal to his Father in all things ; 
and perfect man, from the time of his comin 
down trom heaven for us, having a body an . 
toul like us. | 

5. We muſt believe that this Jeſus Chriſt, 
our Saviour, who had been long foretold by 
the prophets, was at God's appointed time 
conceived in the womb of the Virgin Mary 
by the power of the Holy Ghoſt, without 

having any man for his father, and was born 
of her, ſhe ſtil] remaining a pure virgin: That 
during the time of his mortal life, he found- 
ed the chriſtian religion by his heavenly 
doctrine and wonderful miracles, and then 
offered himſelf a facrihce for the fins of the 
whole world, by dying upon a croſs, to pur- 
chaſe mercy, grace and falvation for us: And 
that neither mercy, nor grace, nor ſalvation, 
either can, or ever could, fince Adam s fall, 
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Chriſtien Dodrine. 5 
be obtained any otherwiſe, than through this 
death and paſſion of the Son of God. 

6. We muſt believe that Jeſus Chriſt, af- 


ter he had been dead and buried for part of 


three days, roſe again on the third day from

truth. 

7. We muſt believe the catholic or univer- 
fal Church of Chriſt, of which he is the perpe- 


| tual Head, and his Spirit the perpetual Di- 


rector; which is founded upon a rock, and is 
ever victorious over all the powers of death 
and hell. This church is always one, by all 

its members profeſſing one faith, in ane com- 
munion, under one Chief paſtor, fucceeding 
St. Peter, to whom Chri/t committed his 


Whole flock, St. John xxi. 15, 16, 17. This 


ſame church is always holy, by teaching a 
Boly doctrine, by inviting all to a holy life, 
and by the eminent h2/neſs of many of her 
children. She is catholic or univerſal, by 
ſubliſting in all ages, by teaching all nations, 
and maintaining all truth: ſhe is apaſtolical, 
by deriving her dactrine, her communion, her 


orders, and her miſſion, by an uninterrupted 


ſucceſſion from the apoſtles of Chri/f. 
Ss +1 8. With 
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8. With this catholic church the ſcriptures 
both of the ola and new teſtament were de- 
poſited by the apoſtles: ſhe is, in her paſtors, 
the guardian and interpreter of them, and the 
judge of all controverſies relating to them. 
Theſe ſcriptures, thus interpreted, together 
with the traditions of the apoſtles, are to be 
received and admitted by all chriſtians for 
the rule of their faith and practice. | 

9. We muſt believe that 7eſus Chriſt has

_ myſterious Ins and inftrumental cauſes of di- 


vine grace in our fouls. Baptiſm, by way of 
a new birth, by which we are made children 


of God, and waſhed irom fin. Confirmation, 


by which we receive the Holy Ghoſt by the 
impoſition of the hands of > ſucceſſors of 
the apoſtles, Acts viii. The Blefſed Euchariſt, 


Which feeds and nouriſhes our fouls with the 


bady and blood of Chriſt, really preſent under 
the forms of bread and wine, or under either 
of them. Penance, by which penitent finners 


are abſolved from their fins, by virtue of the 


commiſhon given by Chri/t to bis miniſters, 


St. Jobn xx. and St. Matt. xviii. Extreme 


Union, which wipes away the relics of fin, 
and arms the foul with the grace of God in 
the time of /ichneſs, St. James v. Holy Or- 
ders, by which the miniſters of God are can- 
fecrated.

3. We muſt reverence the name of God 
and his truth by a religious obſervance of all 
lawful oathsand vows, and by carefully avoid- 


ing all falſe, raſh, unjuſt or blaſphemous oaths 
and curſes. 


4. We muſt dedicate ſome notable part of 
our time to his divine ſervice; and more ef- 
pecially conſecrate to him thoſe days that he 
has ordered to be ſanctified, or kept holy. 

5. Under God, we muſt love, reverence, 
and obey our parents, and other lawful ſupe- 
riours ſpiritual and temporal, and obſerve 
the laws of the church and ſtate : as alſo, we 
muſt have a due care of our children, and of 
others that are under our charge, both as to 
their ſoul and body.

8. We muſt not ſteal, cheat, or any other 
way wrong our neighbour in his goods and 
* N ; we muſt give every one his own, 
pay our debts, and make reſtitution for all 
unjuſt damages which we have cauſed. 

9. We muſt not wrong our neighbour in 
his character or good name, by detraction or 
faih judgment; or in his honour, by re- 
proaches and affronts; or rob him of the 
peace of his mind, by ſcoffs and contempt; 
or of his friends, by carrying ſtories backwards 
and forwards. In all which caſes, whoſoever 
wrongs his neighbour, is obliged to make re- 
ſtitution or ſatisfaction. 

10. As we are commanded to abſtain from 
all deeds of luſt and injuſtice, fo are we alſo 
ſtrictly obliged to reftrain all defires in theſe 
kinds, and to reſiſt the irregular motions of 
concupiſcence. So far the ten command- 
ments, which are a ſhort abridgement of the 
whole eternal and natural law, which admits 
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 Goſpel-leſſns to be pondered at Leiſure by every 
he 15 Chriſtian Soul. . 


Exr NTER ye in at the narrow gate; for 
wide is 4 gate, and broad is ; the way, 
that leadeth to deſtruction, and many there 
are who go in thereat: How narrow is the 
gate, and ſtrait is the way, that leadeth to 
life, and few there are that find it!

Take great care not to let the devil run 
away with your firſt thoughts: for very much 
depends upon giving them to God, who is 
your firſt beginning, and laſt end, and there- 
fore expects from you the firſt fruits of the 
day.

Take care alſo to rife early, that you may 
gather the manna of heaven ; of which you 
will have little or no ſhare, if you begin the 
day by indulging floth and ſenſuality in bed, 
inſtead of imploying that firſt and moſt pre- 
cious time in converſation with God.

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ſelf, entertain ſome pious thoughts, and by 
devout aſpirations beg of God to cloath your 
foul with heavenly virtues, and to waſh you 
clean from all ſtains of fin. 

Then kneel down in your oratory, or by 
your bed-fide : make the ſign of the croſs, i in 
memory of Chri/t crucified ; and place your- 
ſelf in the preſence of the divine Majeſty, by a 
lively faith that he ſees and beholds you, and 
is in the very center of your foul. Bow your- 
felf down to adore him, beg pardon for your 
unworthinefs and fins, and crave his grace, 
that you may behave yourſelf as you __ in 
his preſence.

the very centre of your ſoul; proſtrate your- 
ſelf in ſpirit before him, to adore this ſove- 
reign Lord, whofe majeſty nlls heaven and 
earth: make an offering of your whole being 
to him ; and humbly beg his pardon for all 
your paſt treaſons and ſins. 

Secondly, Implore with fervour and humili- 
ty his light and grace, that you may perform 
this important exerciſe as you ought. 

Thirdly, Conſider attentively upon the ſub- 
ject which you have choſen for your medita- 
tion (which you ought to have prepared over 
night) and let the truths of heaven fink deep 
into your ſoul. Dwell moſt upon ſuch points 
as you find yourfe!f moſt affected with.

Sixthly, Conclude by thankſgiving to God

Seventhly, Lay up in your mind ſuch points 
of your meditation as have touched you moſt, 
and oftentimes in the day reflect upon them.

1. * the beginning of the world the 
ſervants of God were always accuſ- 
tomed to offer ag to him; by way of 
acknowledging his ſovereignty, and paying 
their homage to him: and in all agcient re- 
gions, true or falſe, this worſhip of ſacrifice 
was always looked upon as 2 moſt ſolemn act 
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of religion, due to the deity which they 
W : 
In the law of nature, and in the law of 
Maſes, there was a great variety of ſacrifices ; 
ſome bloody, in which the victim was flain, 
others unbloody : ſome were called holocauſts, 
or whole burnt-offerings, in which the whole 
hoſt or victim was conſumed in fire upon 
God's altar, for his honour and glory; others 
were called fin-offerings, which were offered 
for ſins ; others were offerings of thankſgiving ; 
others, in fine, were pacific, or peace-offer- 
ings, which were offered for obtaining favours 
of God; the word peace, in the ſcripture 
ſty le, benifying all manner of good and 
_ Proſperity. 
23. All theſe facrifices of the law of na- 
ture, and of the law of Meſes, were of them- 
ſelves but weak and needy elements, and _ 
figures of a facrifice to come, viz. that of 
Fefus Chrift ; in conſideration of which ſa- 
crifice only, and of the faith of the offcrers, 
by which they believed in the Redeemer to 
come, thoſe ancient ſacrifices were then ac- 
cepted by the divine Majeſty, when they were 
accompanied with the inward — of the 
heart: but not for any intrinſic worth or 
dignity of the things offered ; for no other 
blood but the blood of Chriſ could waſh away 
our ſins. Hence, in the 39th Pſalm, ſpoken 
in the perſon of Chriſt to his Father, we read; 
Sacrifice and oblation thou didft not def tre, bun 
a body tho't haſt fitted to me. (So St. Punl 
reads it, Heb. x. 5. 1 3 and. fin-

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offering thau diaſt not require ;, then ſaid I, Be- 
hold T come. i o give us to underſtand, that 


by reaſon of the inſufficiency of the ſacrifices 
of the old law, Chriſt himſelf would come to 


be our facrifice, and would offer up his own 
body and blood for us. 

4. Accordingly our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt” at 
the time appointed by his Father, havi 
taken fleſh for us, was pleaſed to offer him- 
ſelf a ſacrifice for us all, tying upon the croſs 
for the ſins of the whole world. By this one 


offering we were completely redeemed, in as 


much as our ranſom was paid, and all mercy, 
grace, and falvation were purchaſed for us. 
Neither can there now be any need of his 
dying any more, or purchaſing any other 
graces for us than thoſe for which he has al- 
ready paid the price of his blood. 


5. Nevertheleſs, for the daily application of 


this one eternal redemption to our fouls, and 


that the mercy, grace, and ſalvation, which 


he has purchaſed for us, may be actually com- 
municated to us, he not only continually ap- 
pears in our behalf in the fanctuary of hea- 
ven, there repreſenting and offering to his Fa- 
ther his death and paſſion for us, but has alſo 
inſtituted the bid Euchari/?, the night be- 
fore his paſſion, in which he has bequeathed 
us his body and blood, under the ſacramental 


veils, not only to be received by us as a ſacra- 


ment, for the food and nouriſhment of our 
ſouls, but alſo to be offered and preſented by 
his miniſters to his Father (myſtically broken 
and ſhed) as a ſacrifice: not by way of a new

6. This euchariſtic ſacrifice of the body 
and blood of Chri/t, daily offered under the 
forms of dread and wine, in remembrance of 
his paſſion, is what we call the Maſs. This 
is the folemn liturgy of the catholic church. 
This is that pure offering which is made to 
God in every place among the Gentiles, ac- 
cording to the prophecy of Malachi, i. v. 10. 
11. By this Chriſt is a prieſt for ever accord- 
ing to the order of Melebi ſelech, Pf. cix. whoſe 


ſacrifice was bread and wine, Gen. xv. 


7. This facrifice of the maſs is the ſame in 
ſubſtance with that which Chri/? offered for us 
upon the croſs; b--auſe both the Victim offered, 
and the Prieſt, or principal Offerer, is the fame 
Jeſus Ch-ijt. The difference is only in the 
manner of the offering ; becauſe upon the 
crofs our Saviour offered himſelf in ſuch man- 
ner, as reaily to ſhed his blood, and die for us; 
whereas now he does not really ſhed his blood, 
nor die any more. And therefore this is. 
called an wnbloody ſacrifice 3 and that of the 
croſs a bloody ſacrifice. | 

8. By reaſon of this near alliance which 
this ſacrifice of the maſs has with the ſacri- 
fice of the croſs, it compleatly anſwers all the 
different ends of ſacrifice, and that in a man- 
ner infinitely more perfect than any of the 
ancient ſacrifices.

ÞY the- beginning was the word, and the 
word was with God, and the word was 
God.

ed at che time of his paſſian. Thus the Amice = 
re preſents the rag or clout with which the 


Jetus muffled our Saviour's face, when at 
every blow they bid him propbeſy who it was 


that ſtruck him, St. Luke xxii. 64. The 


Alb repreſents the white garment with which 
he was veſted by Herad The Girdle, Ma- 


niple and Stole repreſent the cords and bands 


with which he was bound in the different 
ſtages of his paſſion. The Chaſuble, or out- 
ward veſtment, repreſents the purple garment 
with which he was cloathed as a mock king; 


upon the back of which there is a croſs, to 


repreſent that which Chriſt bore on his ſacred 


ſhoulders: Laſtly, the prieſt's Tonſure or 


crown is to reprefent the crown of thorns 
which our Saviour wore 

Moreover, as in the old law the prieſts 
that were wont to officiate in the ſacred 
functions, had, by the appointment of God, 
veſtments aſſigned for that purpoſe, as well 
for the greater decency and folemnity of the 
divine worſhip, as to ſignify and repreſent 
the virtues which God required of his minif- 
ters; ſo it was proper that in the church of 
the New Teſtament, Chriſt's miniſters ſhould 
in their ſacred functions be diſtinguiſhed in 
like manner from the laity by their facred 
veſtments; which might a! repreſent the

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the amice, which is firſt put upon the head, 
repreſents divine hope, which the apoſtle calls 
the helmet of ſalvation; the alb, innocence of 
life ; the girdle (with which the loins are be- 
girt) purity and chaſtity; the maniple (which! 
is put on the left arm] patient ſuffering of the 
labours of this mortal life; the ſtele, the 
ſweet yoke of Chriſt, to be borne in this life, 
in order to a happy immortality ; in fine, the 
chaſuble, which is uppermoſt, and covers all 
the reſt, repreſents the virtue of Charity. 

| In theſe veſtments the church makes uſe 
of five colours, viz. the white on the feaſts 
of our Lord, of the B. Virgin, of the angels, 


and of the ſaints that were not martyrs; the 


red on the feaſts of Pentecoſt, of the inven- 
tion and exaltation of the croſs, and of the 
apoſtles and martvrs ; the violet, which is the 
penitential colour, in the penitential times 
of Advent and Lent, and upon Fisuls and 
Ember- Days ; the green on moſt of the other 
Sundays and Ferias throughout the year; and 
the black on Goad- Friday, and in the maſſes 
for the dead. | | 

We make a reverence to the altar upon 
which maſs is ſaid, becauſe *tis the ſeat of 
theſe divine myſteries, and a figure of Chri/t, 
who is not only our prieſt and ſacrifice, but 
our aitar too, inaſmuch as we offer our 
prayers and facrifices through him. Upon 
the altar we always have a cructfix, that as 
the mals is ſaid remembrance of Chriſis paſ- 
ſion and death, both prieſt and people may 
have betore their eyes during this ſacrifice, 
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the image that puts them in mind of his paſ- 
ſion and death. And there are always lighted 
candles upon the altar during maſs; as well 
to honour the victory and triumph of our 
Great King (which is there celebrated) by 
theſe lights, which are tokens of our Foy 
and of his G/ory, as to denote the light 
of Faith, with which we are to approach to 
him. 


A methed of bearing Maſs for the abſent.

T often happens that chriſtians, through 
unavoidable impediments, are hindered from 


diſtance of place, indiſpoſition, or other 


being able tobe preſent at the great ſacrifice of 
the maſs: in which caſes it is proper they 


mould endeavour to aſſiſt thereat, at leaſt in 
ſpirit, which may be done with great fruit to 
their ſouls in this manner. - 
Let them make choice of a proper time 
in the morning, and either by themſelves (or 
if they have a family, fummoning them to- 
gether) let them go into their oratory, and 
there preſent themſelves in ſpirit before the 
altar of God: after having bewailed their 
* misfortune in being kept at a diſtance from 
thefe heavenly myſteries, let them join them- 


ſelves in heart and affeftion with all that are 


offering this ſacrifice to God at that time; 
_ repreſenting more particularly to themſelves 
that mals which is then offered in the place 
where they commonly hear maſs ; and apply- 
ing themſelves to the ſame devotions they 
commonly ule in time of hearing maſs.

Allow no more time for your recreations 
than is neceſſary for thoſe ends for which re- 
It is an intolerabl<-

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abuſe to make them, as ſome do, the chief 


buſineſs of life. Alas, what an account will 
ſuch Chriſtians be able to give one day of the 
uſe of their precious time ! 

As in the beginning of your recreations you 
ought to offer them up for the honour and 
glory of God, fo you ought alſo frequently 
in the midſt of them to recollect yourſelf in 
God, inviting Feſus Chriſt into your heart, 
and making aſpirations of love to him. 


Of your conver ſation. 
If any man offend not in ward, the ſame is a 


perfect man, St. James iii. 2. There is no time

fading and perithable; ſuch as worldly ho- 
nours, riches, beauty, fine cloaths, &c. wuich 
give no intrinſic value or worth to them that 
enjoy them, nor make them one whit the 
better; but, on the contrary, if they are 


little reaſon we have to be proud 


proud of them, make them odious and con- 
temptible both to God and man. And as for 


any real and ſolid goods that we may have, 
we muſt ever remember whoſe gifts they are, 


what a ſtrict account we muſt one day give 


of them; that humility is the beſt ornament

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and etteemed by others, divines prefer; be, 


the fight of God, the juſt and true and eternal 


tion, contention, hypocriſy, love of novelty,

coming pride, that we ſhould be thoroughly 
ſenſible of our corruption in this kind. For 
many will not believe that they are proud, 

and ſuch as theſe are in the moſt dangerous 
way of all: for how ſhall perſons be per- 
ſuaded to ſeek remedies, who will not belie\ e 
they are ſick. 


Againjt VAIx-GLORV. 
A Gainſt| the fin of vain-glry, which is 


near a-kin to pride, and conſiſts in an 
inordinate deſire and love of being praiſed 


1. That we ſhould ſeriouſly conſider how 
thort, how inconſtant, how empty and vain 
is all human glory, and all the praiſe and 
eſteem of men; which adds nothing to us in 


Judge of all merit: and what we are in his 
Eght, that we only are, and nothing more. 

2. That we ſhould conſider how great and 
how pernicious an evil vain-glory is; which 
robs God of his glory, and man of the re- 
ward of his good works; which corrupts the 
beſt of actions, and makes the actors liable 
to the divine vengeance : beſides the curſe d 
broad of vices which ordinarily are the off- 
ſprings of vain-glory; ſuch as envy, detrac- 


diſobedience, Sc. 
3. That s ſhould] often repeat to o ourſelves

tells us, Eccl 
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thoſe words of the apoſtle, ¶hat haft thou, that 
thou haſt not received? And if thou haſt received, 
why daft thou glory as if thou hadft not received ?

Aainſi Coverousness. 


A Ga nft Avarice and Covetouſneſs, which is 


an inordinate love and deſire of riches, 
or worldly goods, divines preſcribe. 1. That 
we ſhould often meditate on the danger and 
pernicious conſequences of this vice, which 


St. Paul, 1 Tim. vi. calls the rot of all evil; 


where alſo he affirms, that ſuch as have a 
mind to become rich, fall into temptation, an4 
the ſnare of the devil, and into many unpreſit- 
able and hurtful deſires, which drown men in 
deſtruction and perdition. Hence the wiſe man 


uſe. x. 10. that there is not a more 


qwicked thing than to love money; for ſuch a one 


ſetteth his own ſoul to ſale. And our Saviour 
himſelf aſſures us, that no man can ſerve both 
God and Mammon, St. Matt. vi. 24. 

2. That we ſhould conſider, that theſe 


riches (which worldings fo much covet) if 


we make a judgment of them by the light 


of faith, and the maxims of the goſpel, are 
more to be feared than deſired, by reaſon of 


the many occaſions of fin to which they 


commonly expoſe the ſoul. Hence our Sa- 


viour, Luke vi. 24. pronounces a woe to the 
rich, for they have their conſolation here. And 
. Xix. 24. declares, that it is eaſier for 


# camel ts paſs thro the eye of a needle, than 
| for a rich man 10 enter inte the kingdom of 
heaven. 3- That 
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3. That we ſhould ſet before our eyes the 
example of Chriſt, who choſe to te born in 
poverty, and die in poverty, tho' he was the 
Lord of all; whoſe chief favourites have gene- 
rally been ſuch as were the moſt poor and 


deſpiſed, in this world; and who pronoun- 


ces ſuch bleſſed, St. Luke vi. 
4. T hat we ſhould often think of the trea- 


ſures of a happy eternity, prepared for the poor 


in ſpirit, St. Matt. v. 3. And often reflect 
upon that ſentence of Chr:/t, St. Matt. xvi. 
26. I hat doth it profit a man, if he gain the 


whale world, and loſe his own foul? 


5. I hat we ſhould have death always be- 
fore our eyes, which will quickly ſtrip us of 
all ; and give us ſo much the more pain, in 
violently ſeparating us from our riches, by 
how much the more our heart has cleaved to 


them. They have ſlept their fleep, and all the 


men of riches have found nothing in their hands, 


Pſ. Ixxv. Me brought nothing into this world, 


and certainly we can carry nothing out. Hay- 
ing then food and wherewith is be cavered,' with 
th-ſe we are content, 1 Tim. vi. 7, 8. 
6. That we ſhould confider. that the riches 
of this world, which the goſpel calls deceit- 


ful, St. Matt. xiii are thorns, which prick 


ind gore the ſoul with many cares, anxieties 
and folicitudes, which inſtead of ſatisfying, 
increaſe the thirſt, Whereas a ſmall matter 
15 really ſufficient for this tranſitory life; and 
this may be had without all this ſolicitude. 
Truth itfelf having engaged his word, Seek 
fri the kingdom. of Cad, and his juſtice, and 

all 
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all theſe things ſhall be added unts you, St. 
Hatt. vi. 33 Hence, Heb. xiii. 5. Let your 
manners, iays the 2 apoſtle, be without ccuetouſ- 
neſs, conter. ted with ſuch th.ngs as you have, for 


he has ſaid, I will nat leave thee, neither will I 
for jake thee. 


7. The rich, that are hard and unmerciful 


to the poor, ought to be put in mind of the 
lait judgment, : and of the ſentence that ſhall 
then be pronounced againſt ſuch as have not 
done alms: that mercy is promiſed to the 
mercuiul z but ;udzment without mercy to ſuch 


a; have not done me cy, St. James ii. 13. 1 hat 


the poor are the members of Chriſi, and that 
what we do to them he takes as done to him- 
ſelf, St. Matt. xxv. 


8. On the other ſide, hs a. 


uneaſy under their condition, and are tempted 


to covet what the world calls a better — 


ought often to ſet before their eyes their Sa- 


viour, either in the crib of Bethlehem, or on 


the croſs upon mount Calvary ; and contem- 
plating his poverty, embrace their own as the 
livery of Chri/t. 

9g But as it is the common misfortune of 
ſuch as are covetous, whether they be rich or 
poor, that they don't believe, and will not be 
perſuaded, that they are covetous, but delude 
themſelves under the ſpecious cover of a pre- 
tended neceſſity, and of the prudent care that 
every one ought to have of the main chance, 
as they * 23 call ĩt; therefore the 


firſt and moſt preſcription againſt 


Avarice ie, — ould ſtudy and know 
himſelf, 
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himſelf, and by humble and fervent prayer ob- 
tain this ſelf· Knowledge of God, without 


which, it is to be feared, all other remedies 
will prove inefteZtual. 


| ain LusT. 
Aang the fin of lat (which is an inordi- 


nate love of carnal pleaſures) divines pre- 

| feribe, t. To fly the occaſions; ſuch as im- 
Py books and plays, wanton dalliances, 
indiſcreet freedoms, c. and moſt particularly 
bad company, and all converſation with ſuch 
perſons as one has ſinned with in this kind. 
2. To avoid idleneſs, and to be very teme 
perate in eating and drinking. . | 

3. To keep a watch over the eyes, that 
death may not enter in by thoſe windows ; 
and to reſiſt with vigour the firſt beginnings 
of theſe temptations. 

4. To be diligent in all ſpiritual exerciſes, 
ſuch as meditation, prayer, ſpiritual reading, 
frequenting the ſacraments, c. 
$5. To think often upon the paſſion of 

J Crit; and particularly in the time of temp- 
tation, to have recourſe to this meditation. 
6. To be devout to the bleſſed Virgin and 
to the ſaints. 
7. To remember that God ſees us, and — 
our dian angels are preſent with us; 
be 4 — to do before — we ſhould 
be aſhamed to do in the fight of any man. 
8. To think of the dreadful puniſhments 
which God bas ſa.often inflicted upon ac- 


ue of this vice: 3 
cauſes

Againſt ANGER. 

A Gaingft anger, hatred, and deſire of re- 

* ® venge, divines preſcribe, 1. That we 

endeavour to humble and to deſpiſe 


_ ourſelves ; for anger ſprings from pride: and 


that we ſhould often remember what our ſins 
have deſerved, and how little reaſon we have 
to take it ill, that any of God's creatures 


ſhould offend us, who have fo often and ſo 
- grievouſly offended their Creator; and who, 


if we had our juſt deſerts, ſhould be tram- 
pled on by devils for all eternity. 

2. That we ſhould ſet before our eyes the 
meekneſs and charity of Jeſus Chriſt ; who 
particularly calls upon all his followers to 


learn theſe virtues of him : Learn of me, be- 


cauſe I am meek and humble of heart, St. Matt. 
Xi. 29. I prye you a new commandment, that 
you laue one another as I have loved you, St. 


Seer 
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J. Ci; aud he has loved us all to that degree, 
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Jabn Xiil. 34. and who fo often declares, 
that except we forgive injuries from our 

hearts, God will never forgive us. 
3. That we ſhould forecaſt in the morning 
what occaſions TN occur in the 
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day, in which we be in danger of being 
provoked to anger; that ſo we may either 
decline the occaſions; or, if this cannot be, 
may prepare and arm ourſelves againſt them 
by good reſolutions grounded upon God, and 


by hearty prayers for his divine aſſiſtance. 


4 T hat when one finds the motions of 


wrath ariſing in one's heart. one ſhould reſiſt 


them without delay, and ftrive to bridle and 
keep down one's paſſion, calling upon God 
to this purpoſe : and if poſſible, that one 
ſhould go out of the company, or hold one's 
peace, or at leaſt ſpeak nothing but what 
may be mild and humble. 
5. That in all events we ſhould not ſo much 
conſider the man from whom we think we 
have received an injury or provocation, as 
God, ever good and ever juſt, without whoſe 


Pleaſure or permiſſion nothing happens in this 


world ; and who, upon theſe occaſions, is 
pleaſed that we ſhould be thus tried or chaſ- 
tiſed for our fins. 

6. That weſhould often conſider the many 
motives chriſtians have to love one another, 
and to bear with one another. We are all 
children of the ſame father, the God of 
love and peace, and of the fame Mother, 
the church of God; we are all brethren in 


6s 
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as to ſhed his blood for us; in return for 
which love, he defires that we ſhould love 
one another: we all partake of his body and 
blood, the ſacrament of unity and love: we 
all aſpire to the ſame heavenly country, the 
place of everlaſting peace and love. And 
therefore tis with reaſon that our dying Lord 
has made this love the true teſt by which it 
is to be known whether we are his diſciples 
or not: By this ſhall all men know that you are 
my diſciples, ©f you have love one for another, 
St. fohn xiti. 35. 


Againſt IMPATIENCE. 
A Sainft impatience in poverty, lickneſs, 


pains, labours, and afflictions, of what 
kind ſoever, 1. Tis proper to ſet before our 
eyes the poverty, labours, and paſſion of 7eſus 
Chrift, who by his patience redeemed us; 


the ſufferings of the martyrs, and the exam 


_ ples of all the ſaints, who thro' many tri- 
dulations have entered into the kingdom of 
heaven: and to remember that there is no 
other way to that kingdom of everlaſting 
reſt and joy, but the way of the croſs : that 
the ſufferings of this life bear no proportion 
with the happineſs of the next: that theſe 
light and momentary troubles borne with 
patience, work in us an eternal weight of 
_ glory: 

2. To conſider that theſe ſufferings are 


ſent us from God ; and that it is vain'to "fiſt | 


his holy will, and fooliſh and ſimple to repine 
at it, His infinite v knows what 
= 


T 
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beſt for us; and his infinite goodneſs ſends 
us that which he knows to be the beſt : im- 
patience will only make our croſs the heavier, 
and make us loſe the reward of it. 

3. To conſider the t advantages of 
temporal afflictions, inaſmuch as they wean 
us from the love of the world: teach us to 
have recourſe to God, and to put our truſt in 
him alone; make us enter into ourſelves; and 


give us an opportunity of exerciſing the great 


virtues of humility, patience, and reſignation, 
and of doing penznce for our fins. How ? 
many are now faints in heaven, who would 
never have come thither, but by tie occaſion 
of afflictions! 


4. To meditate often in the time of our 


ſufferings, upon the multitude and enormity 


of our fins, and what we have deſerved for 
them: upon the eternal torments of hell; 
upon the ſhortneſs of the ſufferings of this 
lite, and the everlaſting joys ot heaven, which 
patient ſuffering will bring us to; whereas 
we cannot have our heaven both here and 
hereafter. 

Under all ſufferings to have ert to 
Chriſt crucified ; to beg of him the grace of 


| patience ; to offer up all we ſuffer to bim, to 


be united to his ſufferings, and to be ſanctified 
and accepted thręugh him. Lord give me 
grace to ſuffer with patience what thou ſend- 


Jeſt, and ſend what thou plcaſeſt. 


Againſt 


come to a habit, 
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Againſt GLuTToxyY and DRUNKENNEsSS. 
AGzint the ſins of gluttony and drunken- 


neſs divines preſcribe, 1. That ſuch ſin- 
ners ſhould often conſider the many evils that 


ara the conſequences of theſe fins, which 


change men into brutes ; rob them of their 
reaſon, deſtroy their health, ſhorten their 
lives, conſume their ſubſtance, diſturb the 

e of their families, withdraw from their 
wives and children their neceſlary ſubſiſtance, 
give ſcandal : nd ill example to their neigh- 
bours, foment their paſſions, ſet open the 
gate to all other ſins, make their ſouls dull 
and inſenſible to all that is good, unfit for 
prayer and contemplation, and perfectly ſlaves 


to their ſenſual inclinations. So that, as we 
daily lee, of all vices there is none more diffi- 


cult to be cured: for theſe ſins, when once 
| generally follow men to 
their graves, and plunge them into hell, 


where, with the rich glutton, they will thirſt 


for all eternity, and never obtain fo much as 


one diop of water to refreſh them. 

2. That they ſhould often meditate upon 
the following ſentences of holy writ: Iſaiab v. 
21. Noe to you that are mizhty to drink wine: 
and flout men to drunkenneſs. Luke xxi. 34. 
Take heed to yourſelves left your hearts be aver - 
charged with ſurfeiting and drunkenneſs 
aud that day come upon you ſuddenly. Rom. xx1. 
13. Let us caſt off the works of darkneſs, 
and put on the armour of light. Let us alt 
honeſtly as in the day, nat in rioting and drunk- 


enneſt. 1 Cor. vi 9. Be not deceiued © nei- 


ther 
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ther fornicators nor drunkards—fhall þ1ſſeſs 
the kinzdim of Gad. Gal. v. 19. The works 


of the fle are manifeſt, Thich are fornication,

4. That by daily prayers and tezrs they 
ſhould beg of God, thro' Jeſus Chri/?'s thirſt 
upon the croſs, and the gall and vinegar that 


he took for us, to ſhew mercy to them, and 
to deliver them from ſo wicked and pernicious 


a habit. 
Acainſt EN vv. 
Z NFY is a repining at another's good, 
— Which the envious man conceives to be 
an evil to himſelf, a leſſening the excellence 
and eſteem which he aims at: fo that envy, 
tho' commonly reckoned amongſt the capital 
ſins, becauſe of the many other fins that 
ſpring from it, is indeed a daughter of pride 
and vain-glory. Againſt envy divines pre- 
ſcribe, 
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fcribe, 1. To conſider the heinouſneſs of this 


fin directly oppoſite to charity, the queen 
of virtues; for charity 1s a joy in the glory 
of God, and the good of our neighbour z 
whereas envy grieves at both the one and the 
other. 

2. Toconſider the dreadful conſequence of 
this fin, when once it has got the maſtery of 
the heart. It was envy that made Cain mur- 
der his brother Abel: it was envy that made 
the brethren of Jeſeph fell him into Egypt; 
and that made Saul ſo often ſeek the life of 
Dawd : it was through envy that the ers 
<rucified Chri/t - it is the devil's fin, who 
continually ſeeks our ruin, out of pure —_ 
without any advantage to himſelf. 

3. To conſider that the nature of this fin 


as tuck, as to yield no maner of pleaſure or 


fit to the finner ; but only to gnaw and 
torture his foul, and to make him miſerable 
both here and hereafter. Ah ! how unhappy 
are they, who become evil themſelves by the 
occaſion of another's good! and how wil-

bel his talent in the ground. | 
To ſet before our eyes the examples of 
Ch it, and of his ſaints; and often to read 
and meditate on their lives. 
4. To meditate alſo upon ſuch other ſub-

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jets as may help to move us to the love of 


God, and to fervour in his ſervice : ſuch as 


the conkderations of the divine perfections; 
of the love of God to us, and of his bene- 
fits; of the paſſion of our Redeemer; and of 
the glory of his heavenly kingdom, prepared 
to reward our ſhort labours here. 

5. To reflect upon the pains that world - 
lings take, and the danger they go through 
tor a little dirt of the earth; and ſhall not we 
do much more for a happy eternity! ?

therefore to labour to perform them all with 
perfection, in order to pleaſe him. 
Ys BO preſcribe to one's ſelf a regula- 
tion of one's time, and a variety in one's 
good exerciſes, and ſo, by the help of good 
cuſtom, to make that eaſy and agreeable, 
which otherwiſe would be tedious and diſ- 
taſteful.

« 1. T ET a man prove (er try) himſelf, ſays ; 


"m St. Paul, 1 Cor. xi. 28. and ſo eat 
& of that bread, &c. This proving or trying 
« one's ſelf is the firſt and moſt neceſſary 
« preparation for the holy communion ; and 
« confiſts in looking diligently into the ſtate 
of one's ſoul in order to difcover what 
« indiſpoſitions or {fins may lie there con- 


& cealed; and to apply a proper remedy to 


<< them, by ſincere repentance and confeſ- 
« ſion: leſt otherwiſe approaching the Holy 
&« of Holies with a ſoul defiled with the 
«« guilt of mortal fin, we become guilty of 
«© the body and blood of Chriſt, and receive 
« judgment to ourſelves, not diſcerning the 
„Lord's body, 1 Cor. xi. For this reaſon we 
go to confeſſion before communion, in 
cc _ to clear our ſouls from the filth of 
& fin. | 

2. The perſon that is to receive the bleſ- 


« fed ſacrament muſt be alſo fa/7zng, at leaſt 


„ from midnight, by the command of the 
« church, and by a moſt ancient and apoſto- 
& lical tradition, ordaining that, in reverence 
to ſo great a ſacrament, nothing ſhould 
enter into the body of a chriftian before 
the body of Chrift, Hence, if thro” in- 


taken any thing, tho' ever ſo little, after 
twelve o'clock at night he muſt by no

Lord, whom we receive in this bleſſed 
ſacrament, is called in ſcripture the Lambrwhich 
was flain from the beginning of the world, 

Apccalypſe xiii. 8. Becauſe, from the very 

beginning of the world, there was no way 

of coming at God's mercy or grace, but by 
faith in a Redeemer to come, and by the 

' merits of his future death and paſhon. Hence 

Chri/! crucified was, from 4 beginning of 

the world, the great object of the devotion of 

the patriarcbbs and prophets; for him they 


men ſighed; him they regarded in all 


their ſacrif ces; . wha were indeed ſo many 
heures of kin, and of his death. All thcie 
ügu rcs 
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figures were to have an end, when Chri# 
himſclf, the very Truth, came in perion in- 


to the world, and offered himſelf upon the 


_ croſs a ſacrifice for the ſins of the world. But 


ſtill his death and paſſion is to be the per- 
petual object of the devotion of all his chil- 
dren and ſervants, even to the end of rhe 
world; not now as preicured in ſnadoves and 
types, but as commemorated and celebrated 
in the euchariftic ſacrifice and ſacrament, 
containing and exhioiting verily and indeed, 


that is, in very truth, our great High-Priekt 


and Victim, Feſus Chrijt. For the ancicnt 
figures are now patled, and the truth has ſuc- 
cceded in their place: and that ſame fountain 
of all ſanctity, who of old communicated 
himſelf to his ſervants ſpiritually by faith, 
now gives himſelf to us verily and indeed in 
theſe heavenly myſteries. For this manner 
of communicating himfelf was beſt becoming 
the new law; which is a law of love, a 
law of grace, and a law of truth. Ah! 
my ſoul, admire and adore the riches of the 
bounty and goodneſs of thy God and da- 
viour, who gives thee in this ſacrament fo 


great a gift that heaven itſelf has nothing 
greater. Embrace his love, but let it be with 


a ſuitable return of love, and fee thou prepare 
thyielf worthily to receive fo great a viſit. 
O take care to open wide thy heart, that it 
may be capable to hold thoſe treafures which 
he brings with him, and which he deſires to 
impart to thee.

Manna from Heaven. The tree of life, 
which God planted in the midſt of the earth- 
Iy paradiſe, had that excellent property, that 
if fin had not baniſhed us from that happy 
abode, by feeding on the fruit of it, we 
ſhould have been maintained in a conſtant 
vigour, ſtrength and health, and have never 
died. O how well does the bleſſed Euchariſt 
anſwer this noble figure! in which we feed 
upon life itſelf in its very fountain, and by 
frequently and worthily approaching to it, re- 
ceive a copious and conſtant ſupply of hea- 
venly grace, for the maintaining of the vi- 
gour, ſtrength, and health of the foul ; that 

we may never incur the ſecond death, but 
may paſs from life to life; from the life of 


grace to the life of glory; from life con- 


cealed under ſacramental veils, to life ſeen and 


enjoyed without ſhadow or change, for all 


eternity. The paſchal lamb which was firſt 
offered in ſacrifice to God on the evening on 
which the children of Iſrael were delivered 
from the bondage of Egypt, and then was, by 
God's command, eaten by all the faithful, 
was alſo a figure of the bleſſed Euchariſt, and

Oza was ſtruck 
dead for irreverently touching the ark of the 
covenant; the Bethſhamites for irreverently 
looking on it; and Nadab and Abtu for of- 
fering incenſe before it, with unhallowed 
fire: now what was this ark (in which were 
only repoſited the tables of the law) in com- 

pariſon with the Lord and giver of the law, 
whom we here approach to? When God was 
about to give the law, the children of [/raet 
were commanded to be purihed, and to keep 
themſelves chaſte; and nevertheleſs to keep 
their diſtance from the mountain, where the 
Lord appeared in thunder and lightning : 


4 only Moſes was permitted to aſcend to the 


mountain's top, to converſe with the divine 
Majefty, or rather with an angel ſpeaking in 


bis perſon. And how ſhall we with ſo little 
| Purity dare approach this immenſe Deity, 


this conſuming fire! St. Paul aſſures us, 1 Cor. 


XI. 
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xi. that the unworthy receiver is guilty of the 
body and blaod of the Lord, and receiveth 


Judgment to himſeif, not diſcerning the body of 


the Lond. How then ſhall we, the moſt un- 
wr thy of all ſinners, preſume to receive this 
Lord of glory? Muſt we then ſtay away till 
we have the preſumption to think ourſelves 
Wortiy No, certainly; for one of the moſt 
neceilary diſpoſitions for receiving worthily, 
is to acknowledge and believe our own un- 
worthineſs : Or muſt we, through awe and 
fear of ſo great a Majeſty, abſtain for ever 
from partaking of theſe tremendous myſte- 


Tries? No; for it is no leſs certain death to 
ſtay away from the fountain of life, than to 


come to it unworthily. What then muit we 
do, my foul * We will not run away from 
our Sovereign Good: no; we will run to 
him, but it ſhall be like the humble publican, 
like the poor prodigal returning home, like 
the penitent Magdalen ſuch as theſe he never 
rejects. It ſhall be with a contrite and hum- 
ble heart, which he never deſpiſes: it ſhall be 
with an entire confidence in his infinite good- 
neſs and mercy, for no one ever hoped in 
him, and was confounded. O grant us, 
dear Lord, to approach thee with theſe happy 
diſpoſitions] and ſince thou art pleaſed to in- 
vite thyſelf into fo poor, fo mean, fo wretch- 
ed a cottage, as this of my breaſt, be pleaſed 


to ſend in thither before-hand thoſe graces, 


thoſe virtues, that devotion, which may 
prepare the place for thee ; for thou knoweſt 
that of my ſelf I can do nothing.

vifit. Theſe treaſures are infinite, and ſo is 
the love he bears to us. What gifts then, 


| What graces may we not expect, if we come 
with reverence and humility, with love and 


devotion to him, who is the fountain of life, 
grace, and ſanctity ! Here we receive the bread 
of life for the food and nouriſhment of our 
ſouls! Here we mect with a conſtant ſupply 
of ſanctifying grace to repair the daily decays 


cauſed by our infirmity and corruption; to 
give us new ſtrength and vigour, to walk on 


in our way through the wilderneſs of this 
world to the mountain of God ; and to make 
us continually grow in virtue, till we come to 
a perfect man, to the meaſure of the age of 


the fulneſs of Crit. Here our leſſer fins are

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forgiven us, and we receive a ſovereign anti- 
dote againſt the greater. Here devout fouls 
taſte the ſweetneſs of heaven in its very toun- 
tain. Here, ſeated like Magdelen, at the feet 
of our Lord, they learn from him heavenly 
leſſons, and enjoy his delicious converſation. 
Aſpire after this happineſs, O chriſtian ſoul, 


which in ſome meaſure makes you enjoy bea- 
ven upon earth.

run to his embraces: if you love yourſelf, run 
to your Sovereign Good. But ſee it be with 
due preparation; and moſt eſpecially with

IxsTRUCTIONS and Devotions for 
CoNTIRMATION. 


I. Un firmation is a ſacrament, by which the 
faithful, who have already been made 
children of God by their baptiſm, receive the 
Holy Ghoſt by the prayer and impoſition of 
the hands of the biſhops, the ſucceſſors of the 
apoſtles (Acts viii. 14, Sc. xix. 5, 6.) in or- 
der to their being made, ſtrong and perfect 


Chriſtians, and valiant ſoldiers of Feſus Chriſt. 


It is called confirmation from its effect, which 
is to confirm or firengthen thoſe that receive it, 
in the profeſſion of the true faith; to give 
them ſuch courage and reſolution as to be 
willing rather to die than to turn from it; and 
to arm them in general againſt all their ſpi- 
ritual enemies. 

2. This ſacrament was originally deſigned, 
and inſtituted by our Lord, for all Chriſtians; 
and conſequently is a d:vine ordinance, which 
all are obliged to comply with; and is fo ne- 
cellary for all, that the neglect of receiving it 

would 


tal fin 
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would be a great fin: more eſpecially in ſuch 


circumſtances where perſons are expoſed to 
perſecutions, on account of their religion, or 


to other temptations againſt faith. 


3. The principal effects of this ſacrament 
are, a fort:fj in: grace, in order to ſtrengthen 
the ſoul againſt all the viſible and inviſible 
enemies of the faith; and a certain dedica- 
tion and conſecration of the ſoul by the Holy 
Ghoſt, the mark of which dedication and 
conſecration is left in the ſoul, as a character 
which can never be effaced. 

4. Hence this ſacrament can be received 


but once; and it would be a ſacrilege to at- 


tempt to recei e it a ſecond time: for which 
rcaſon alſo, the faithful are bound to take an 
extreme care to come to this ſacrament dul 


diſpoſed ; left, if they ſhould be ſo unhappy 


as to receive it in mortal fin, they would re- 


ceive their own condemnation ; and run the 


riſk of being deprived for ever of the grace 


= 


of it. 
5. Now the diſpoſitions which the Chriſti- 


| an muſt bring along with him, to receive 


worthily the ſacrament of confirmation, muſt 
be a purity of conſcience, at leaſt from all mor- 
(for which reaſon he ought to go to 
confeſſion before he is confirmed) for the Holy 
Ghoſt will not come to a ſoul in which ſatan 
reigns by mortal fin: 2. A fincere defire of 


3 giving bimſelf up to the Holy Ghoſt, to fol- 


ow the influences of his divine grace, to be 


his temple for ever; and, by his aſſiſtance, 


to anſwer all the obligations of a ſoldier of 
Chriſt. 6. Hence

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6. Hence a Chriſtian ought to prepare him- 


ſelf for this facrament by tervent prayer, as 
we find the apoſtles prepared themſelves for 
the receiving the Holy Ghoſt. They continued 
with one accord in Peper „ſays * Luke, AQs i. 
14. ſpeaking of the ten days that paſſed be- 
tween the aſcenſion of our 1 ord and pente- 
colt; and they <vire continually in the temple 
praifing aud bielſing Coca, Luke xxiv. 53. How 
happy fhall they be, who, like them, prepare 
themſelves for the Holy Ghoſt by theſe ſpiri- 
tual excrcites. 

7. The obligations which accompany the 
character of confir mai.9n, and which a Chrifti- 
an takes upon himſelf, when he reccives this 
facrament, are, to bear a true and perpetual 
allegiance to the great King, in whote ſer- 
vice he liſts himſelf as a foldier, to ſtand to 
his colours, the croſs of Chi, the mark of 
vrhich he receives on his forehead ; to fight 
his battles againſt his enemies, the world, 
the fiefh, and the devil; to be faithful until 
death; and rather to die than to deſert from 


the ſervice, or to change fides, and go over 


to the enemy, by wilful fin: in fine, to live 
up to the glorious character of a ier of 
Chri/t; and to maintain that interior purity 
and ſanctity which becomes the tem; le of the 
Holy Ghoſt, by a life of prayer, and a life of 


love. Where the character of our confirmation, 


when we ſhall bring it with us before the 


judgment-feat of Chriſt, ſhall be found to 


have been accompanied wich ſuch a lite as 
tnis, it will ſhine moſt gloriouſly in our fouls 


for 
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for all eternity: but if, inſtead of living up 
to it, we ſhall be found to have been dejer- 
ters and rebels, and to have violated this ſa- 
cred character by a life of ſin, it will certainly 


riſe up in judgment againſt us, it will con- 


demn us at the bar of divine juſtice, it will 
caſt us deeper into the bottomleſs pit; and 
be a 1a of cternal ignominy and reproach 
to o {Ul amongſt the damned. 

S. neranget of adminiſtering the ſacra- 
ment of confirmation is as follows: Firſt,

peace of God which ſurpaſſeth all under/land - 
mg (Phil. iv. 7.) will ever. be with him in all 


his conflicts and ſufferings for ſo good a cauſe. 


The chriſm, with which the facrament of 
confirmation is adminiſtred in the catholic 
church, is a compound of oil of olives, and 


balm or balſam, ſolemnly conſecrated by the 


biſhop on.VMiaunday Thurſday ; kept with great 
veneration in the church, and made uſe of 


| only in the conſecration of ſuch things as are 
in a particular manner ſet aſide for the ſervice 


of God, and dedicated and ſanctified to him. 
Thus we conſecrate, with this holy unction, 
biſhops, churches, altars, and chalices; and 
whatſoever is once anointed with this facred 
chriſm, is in ſuch a manner looked upon as 
ſet apart for God, that it muſt not, on any ac- 
count, be perverted or turned to profane uſes : 


it would be no leſs a crime than ſacrilege, to 


violate or profane any ſuch thing as has been 
thus ſanctified. Hence chriitians are to un- 


derſtand, that, by this anctian of the holy 


chriſm, which they receive in their confir- 
mation, they are alto ſolemnly dedicated and 
conſecrated to God to be his temples for ever ; 
that this outward unction is the viſible fign of 


an inward unction and ſanctification of their 


fouls by the Holy Ghoſt; that the myſterious

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compound of the ail and balm denotes the pra- 


perties, graces, and effects of this Holy Spi- 


rit in their ſouls, by the /trengthening and 
fofiening of the oil, and the ſweet 2d2ur of the 
talm; and therefore that from this time for- 
ward, they muſt conſider themſelves as dedi- 
cated in ſuch a manner to Ged, both in foul 
and body, as that it would be a kind of a fa- 


crilege to profane either the one or the other, 


by mortal fin. 

After all have been confirmed, the biſhop 
waſhes his hands ; and, in the mean time, the 
following anthem is faid or ſung :
